The Uniawful. Activities (Prevention ) Act, 1967 


(Act No. 37 of 1967 ) 


AN 


ACT 


to provide for the more effective prevention of 

certain unlawful activities of individuals and 
associations and for matters connected therewith . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Enghteenth 
Year of the Republic of India as follows: -- 


( f ) « unlawful activity » , in relation to an indivi 
dual or association , means any action taken by such 
individual or association (whether by committing an 
act or by words , either spoken or written , or by 
signs or by visible representation or otherwise ; 

( i) which is intended , or suports any claim , 
to bring about, on any ground whatsoever , the 
cession of a part of the territory of India or 
the secession of a part of the territory of India 
from the Union , or which incites any individual 
or group of individuals to bring about such 
cession or secession ; 

(ii ) which disclaims, questions, disrupts or 
is intended to disrupt the sovereignty and 
territorial integrity of India ; 


CHAPTER I 


--------- 


Preliminary 
1. Short title and extent . ( 1 ) This Act may be 
called the Unlawful Activities (Prevention ) Act , 
1967 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 


( g ) « unlawful association » means any association 
which has for its object any unlawful activity , or 
which encourages or aids persons to undertake any 
unlawful activity , or of which the members under 
take such activity . 


CHAPTER II 


Unlawful associations 


2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless the context 
otherwise requires , 

(a ) « association » means any combination or body 
of individuals ; 

( 6 ) « cession of a part of the territory of India » 
includes admission of the claim of any foreign 
country to any such part ; 

(C ) « prescribed » means prescribed by rules made 
under this Act ; 

( d ) < secession of a part of the territory of India 
from the Union » includes the assertion of any claim 
to determine whether such part will remain a part 
of the territory of India ; 

( e ) . « Tribunal» means the Tribunal constituted 
under Section 5 ) , 


3. Declaration of an association as unlawful. ( 1 ) 
If the Central Government is of opinion that any 
association is , or has become, an unlawful associa 
tion , it may , by notification in the Official Gazette , 
declare such association to be unlawful. 

( 2 ) Every such notification shall specify the 
grounds on which it is issued and such other par 
ticulars as the Central Government may consider 
necessary : 

Provided that nothing in this sub- section shall 
require the Central Government to disclose any fact 
which it considers to be against the public interest 
to disclose . 
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( 3 ) No such notification shall have effect until 
the Tribunal has , by an order made under section 4 , 
confirmed the declaration made therein and the 
order is published iñi the Official Gazette : 

Provided that if the Central Government is of 
opinion that circumstances exist which render it 
necessary for that Government to declare an associa 
tion to be unlawful with immediate effect, it may, for 
reasons to be stated in writing , direct that the noti 
fication shall, subject to any order that may be 
made under section 4 , have effect from the date of 
its publication in the Official Gazette . 


( 4 ) Every such notification shall, in addition to 
its publication in the Official Gazette , be published 
in not less than one daily newspaper having circula 
tion in the State in which the principal office , if 
any, of the association affected is situated , and shall 
also be served on such association in such manner 
as the Central Government may tink fit and all or 
any of the following modes may be followed in ef 
fecting such service , namely : 

( a ) by affixing a copy of the notification to 
some conspicuous part of the office , if any, of 
the association ; or 

(b ) by serving a copy of the notification , 
where possible , on the principal office -bearers , 
if any, of the association ; or 

(c ) by proclaiming by beat of drum or by 
means of loudspeakers , the contents of the noti 
fication in the area in which the activities of 
the association are ordinarily carried on ; or 

( d ) in such other manner as may be pres 
cribed . 


5. Tribuñäl. - ( 1) The Central Government may, 
by notification in the Official Gazette , constitute, 
as and when necessary , a tribunal to be known as 
the « l nlawful Activities ( Prevention ) Tribunal» 
consisting of one person , to be appointed by the 
Central Government : 

Prov : ded that no person shall be so appointed 
unless he is a Judge of a High Court . 

( 2 ) If , for any reason , a vacancy (other than a 
temporary absence ) occurs in the office of the pre 
siding officer of the Tribunal, then , the Central 
Government shall appoint another person in accord 
ance with the provisions of this section to fill the 
vacancy and the proceedings may be continued 
before the Tribunal from the stage at which the 
vacancy is filled . 

( 3 ) The Central Government shall make available 
to the Tribunal such staff as may be necessary for 
the discharge of its functions under this Act . 

( 4 ) All expenses incurred in connection with the 
Tribunal shall be defrayed out of the Consolidated 
Fund of India . 

( 5 ) Subject to the provisions of section 9 , the 
Tribunal shall have power to regulate its own pro 
cedure in all matters arising out of the discharge 
of its functions including the place or places at 
which it will hold its sittings . 

(6 ) The Tribunal shall , for the purpose 5 of 1908 
of making an inquiry under this Act, 
have the same powers as are vested in a 
civil ccurt under the Code of Civil Proce 
dure , 1908 , while trying a suit , in respect 
of the following matters , namely :--- 

( a ) the summoning and enforcing the at 
tendance of any witness and examining him on 
oath ;

( c ) the reception of evidence on affidavits ; 

( d ) the requisitioning of any public record 
from any court or office ; 

( e ) the issuing of any commission for the 
examination of witnesses . 
( 7 ) Any proceeding before the Tribunal 
shall be deemed to be a judicial proceeding 
within the meaning of sections 193 and 
228 of the Indian Penal Code and the 45 of 1860 
Tribunal shall be deemed to be a civil 
court for the purchases of section 195 and 
Chapter XXXV of the Code of Criminal 5 of 1898 
Procedure , 1898 . 


4. Reference to Tribunal. ( 1 ) Where any asso 
ciation has been declared unlawful by a notification 
issued under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 3 , the Central 
Government shall, within thirty days from the date 
of the publication of the notification under the said 
sub - section , refer the notification to the Tribunal 
for the purpose of adjudicating whether or not there 
is sufficient cause for declaring the association 
unlawful. 

(2 ) On receipt of a reference under sub -section

( 3 ) After considering the cause , if any , shown 
by the association or the office -bearers or members 
thereof, the Tribunal shall hold an inquiry in the 
manner specified in section 9 and after calling for 
such further information as it may consider neces 
sary from the Central Government or from any 
office -bearer or member of the association , it shall 
decide whether or not there is sufficient cause for 
declaring the association to be unlawful and make, 
as expeditiously as possible and in any case within 
a period of six months from the date of the issue 
of the notification under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 
3 , such order as it may deem fit either confirming 
the declaration made in the notification or cancelling 
the same 

( 4 ) The order of the Tribunal made under sub 
-section (3 ) shall be published in the Official Ga 
zette .

( a ) the service of notices or orders issued or 
made under this Act and the manner in which 
such notices or orders may be served , where 
the person to be served is a corporation , com 
pany, bank or other association ; 

( b ) the procedure to be followed by the Tri 
bunal or a District Judge in holding any inquiry 
or disposing of any application under this Act ; 

any other matter which has to be, or 
may be , prescribed .

(whether to the Central Government or a 
State Government or to an officer or agent 
of such Government or to any other person 


( 3 ) Every rule made by the Central Government 
under this section shall be laid , as soon as may be 
after it is made , before each House of Parliament 
while it is in session for a total period of thirty 
days which may be comprised in one session or in 
two successive sessions, and if, before the expiry 
of the session in which it is so laid or the session 
immediately following, both Houses agree in making 
any modification in the rule or both Houses agree 
that the male should not be made , the rule shall 
thereafter have effect only in such modified form 
or be of no effect , as the case may be ; so , however , 
that any such modification or annulment shall be 
without prejudice to the validity of anything pre 
viously done under that rule .
